However, it would be erroneous to think 
that the operational phase is now over. 
The railroads have been messed up, but 
this is not a lasting process. It must be 
repeated again and again until the very 
day the invasion begins, and even during 
the invasion itself. 


Here is an illustration from the latest 
Soviet communique: 


“On April 22 Lvov Partisans mined a 
railroad bridge. As a result of the explo- 
sion the bridge collapsed together with a 
military train which was passing over it. 
Train transport in this sector was sus- 
pended for FIVE DAYS” (our emphasis). 


Now, a bridge is a part of a railroad most 


difficult to repair. An explosion set by 
hand is bound to have more lasting effect 
than a chance bomb hit. And still, after 
five days the bridge had obviously been 
repaired. This is a thing to ponder for 
those wishful thinkers who imagine the 


German-held railroads are out for good.
